Maximizing the Tax Benefits of a Saturday Night Stay 

An effective strategy for maximizing deductions of the 
personal portion of a trip is with a Saturday night stay. This 
occurs when a taxpayer reduces the overall cost of his/her 
trip by extending a stay at the travel location in order to take 
advantage of lower return airfare rates. It must be shown that 
staying the extra day or two costs less than returning home 
immediately after the business meeting is over. The IRS has 
ruled (Private Letter Ruling 9237014, dated June 10, 1992) that 
under a “common sense test,” a hardheaded businessperson 
would do the same and, thus, allows the deduction of the 
additional meals (subject to the 50 percent disallowance rule) 
and lodging expenses for the extra day(s) as ordinary 
business expenses. Naturally, this is applicable only if a 
dominant business purpose for the trip exists. It is prudent 
to document that airfare savings exceeded the out-of-pocket 
costs of staying the extra day(s) and to maintain the 


documentation.

Haverhill. The town denied 
him permission. 

He and seven others sailed 
to the Penobscot River, 
which was then in part of 
Massachusetts, settling in 
what they called Bucks- 
towne. It would later be re- 
named Bucksport. There he 
built a 60-ton sloop which he 
named The Hannah, the 
first sloop ever built on the 
Penobscot. 

The Bucks had been on the 
Penobscot for more than a 
dozen years when the Am- 
erican Revolution broke out. 
Jonathan Buck was nearly 
60 and a lieutenant colonel 
in command of the Fifth 
Massachusetts Militia Regi- 
ment. 

Exactly 240 years ago, on 
July 26, 1779, an American 
armada of 19 ships and 24 
troop carriers sailed to the 
Penobscot to oust a small 
British force at Castine. It 
was the largest American 
naval force in the Revolu- 
tionary War. Its command, 
however, was not equivalent 
to the force or the task. The 
fleet was commanded by 
Adm. Dudley Saltonstall. 


Land forces were under Brig. 
Gen. Solomon Lovell. In com- 
mand of the artillery was Lt. 
Col. Paul Revere. 

Jonathan Buck, evidently 
with no regiment to offer, 
nonetheless went to offer his 
services to the Massachu- 
setts forces. 

The Brits had three sloops 
and a few other vessels, with 
about 700 troops, who had 
been in Castine little over a 
month. They had issued a 
call to local residents to help 
build a fort. Fort George 
was a small affair with low 
walls. To the Brits, Massa- 
chusetts was still a British 
colony. They called the area 
east of the Penobscot “New 
Ireland.” The French were 
battling for claim on the 
land, as well. 

The Americans launched 
an attack on the fort, send- 
ing in nine ships against the 
three British sloops. Ameri- 
can transports landed 
troops, which made some 
progress. Three parties of 
Americans managed to scale 
the rocky heights and were 
able to take out a British bat- 
tery. However, they had lost 
50 men. Having successfully

Revere wrote a scathing 
criticism of the attack. 

Later, a militia colonel 
gave Saltonstall a descrip- 
tion of the fort and a plan to 
take it. Saltonstall refused. 
Army officers and naval offi- 
cers alike implored Salton- 
stall to take decisive action, 
but he took none. 

In spite of their overwhelm- 
ing numbers, the Americans 
took no advantage. Commo- 
dore Saltonstall dithered 
around in Penobscot Bay, 
worrying that the islands 
near Castine offered insuffi- 
cient protection. The siege 
dragged on for 21 days, at 
which point a British fleet 
arrived. The American ships, 
apparently with no plan, fled 
up the Penobscot, abandon- 
ing supplies and men on the 
banks 

The American losses were 
devastating. Saltonstall’s 
flagship, the Warren, was 
blown up and other vessels 
were also destroyed. Massa- 
chusetts no longer had a 
state navy, and the U.S. Navy 
also suffered a devastating 
setback. 


A The Benjamin Buck house near the end of Wildwood 
Street in Wilmington was the birthplace of Jonathan Buck; 
in 1719. His place of birth is listed as Woburn, as the town.:: 
of Wilmington did not exist. 


Buckstowne was _ burned. 
Soldiers and sailors fled on 
foot south and west. Buck 
and his family made their 
way slowly back to Haver- 
hill, to remain there for four 
years. 

Saltonstall and Revere 
were both court-martialed. 
Revere was acquitted. There 
is no record of the outcome 
of Saltonstall’s trial. 

Jonathan and Lydia Buck 
eventually returned to the 
Penobscot and rebuilt the 
town. He died there on 
March 18, 1795. In 1793, the 
town voted to change its 
name from Buckstowne to 
Bucksport. More than 60 
years after his death, the 
Town of Bucksport erected a 
large granite obelisk monu- 
ment at his grave. Several 
years later, a flaw became 
evident in the stone, in the

form of a human leg. Effort 
were made to remove the 
blemish, but it always i:

Woburn 38's excavation con- 
tractor, Acton-based Onyx 
Construction, can manage 
outside sales logistics with- 
out having dump trucks bac- 
king up onto Main Street. 

Though the ZBA just re- 
Geived the informational pac- 
ket, which was requested by 
the city officials during a pub- 
lic meeting last month, Ha- 
verty confirmed Building 
Commissioner Thomas Quinn 
has-been privy to some of the 
details. Quinn was asked by 
the ZBA last month to meet 
with Woburn 38 officials to 
discuss how the trucking log- 
istics would function. 

"One of the questions [the 
building § commissioner] 
raised is whether vehicles 
would be queued on Main 
Street while waiting to be 
waived in. This schematic 
shows the ability to have 18 
queuing trucks on the way in 


‘and two on the way out," the 
‘Chapter 40B law specialist 


explained. 

‘Ultimately, the ZBA agreed 
to. continue the matter until 
Sépt. 18, when the local offi- 
cials hope to review the 
scope of potential services 
contract with an outside 
traffic expert. 


_.ZBA Chairman Margaret 


Pinkham last night advocat- 
ed for hiring Vanasse Han- 
gen Brustlin, Inc. (VHB), 
the* same firm which ad- 
vised the city in 2012, when 


‘Woburn 38 applied for a 
‘comprehensive permit to 
‘construct 168-apartments at 
‘therelevated site by the Wil- 
‘mington line. 

»}: It's unknown whether VHB's 
‘staff is available for the fol- 
‘low-up study. 

. "The fact that [your engi- 
“neer] was able to put little 
‘logos depicting tractor-trail- 


ers on this site [plan] does- 


n't necessarily reflect reali- 
ty or prove it will work that 
way," said Pinkham of the 
Allen & Major schematics. 
"I'd feel a lot more comfort- 
able if the board had the 
advise of a consultant who's 
experienced in these mat- 
ters." 

"VHB had advised the 
board on the issue of the 
trucking trips [when the 
Ledges at Woburn project 
was before us back in 2012]. 
I left a message with [VHB 
principal] Robert Nagi, but I 
have not yet heard back," 
she added. 

Responding to Pinkham's 
ask, Haverty told the ZBA 
his client has no problem 
footing the bill for that 
review. However, the lawyer 
did stipulate that before put- 
ting up that funding, he 
would need to review the 
consultant's proposed scope- 
of-services. 

For months, now, the nine- 
acre site in North Woburn 
has been crawling with ac- 
tivity as contractors are in 
the midst of extensive earth- 
works operations in order to 
build the 168-unit apartment 
complex. 

Maine Blasting and Dril- 
ling, which is supervising 
blasting on the site, is re- 
portedly about half-way fin- 
ished with its pre-construc- 
tion work, which reportedly 
involves breaking up as 
much as 357,000 cubic yards 
of ledge. 

Onyx Construction is using 
heavy machinery to process 
that ledge into crushed stone 
and other landscaping mate- 
rials. The firm is also char- 
ged with overseeing the 
removal of that debris, 
which is expected to involve 
thousands of heavy trucking 
trips and take as long as two 
years. 

The current petition before 


the ZBA is the result of a 
cease-and-desist order, is- 
sued by Quinn in May, which 
forbids Woburn 38 and its 
excavation contractor from 
selling the aggregate mate- 
rials directly to third-party 
buyers. The building com- 
missioner contends those ar- 
rangements violate multiple 
sections of Woburn's zoning 
code. 

The first aspect of that 
appeal, brought before the 
ZBA during a meeting in 
June, is a direct challenge to 
Quinn's ruling. Specifically, 
Haverty is arguing a 2015 
ruling by the Mass. Housing 
Appeals Committee (HAC), 
which the lawyer says 


-grants his client the right to 


sell crushed stone, super- 
sedes Woburn's authority to 
enforce its local zoning regu- 
lations. 

Because the ZBA largely 
scoffed at that suggestion 
last month, Haverty agreed 
to temporarily shelve that 
direct appeal — though Wo- 
burn 38 has not yielded its 
rights to purse the claims. 
Instead, the Concord attor- 
ney has asked the city offi- 
cials to focus on a second 
part of the petition, which 
asks the ZBA to modify his 
client's comprehensive per- 
mit to sanction the proposed 
rock sales. 

Under the request, Onyx 
Construction, after complet- 
ing all sales transactions 
from its Acton offices, would 
be allowed to make arrange- 
ments for customers to pick- 
up the materials directly 
from the construction site. 

The ZBA proceedings have 
attracted considerable pub- 
lic interest, especially from 
North Woburn residents who 
are already struggling with 
adverse impacts from the 
extensive blasting and truc- 
king activity at 1042 Main St. 


However, because zoning 
officials have not yet made a 
determination as to whether 
the permit modification con- 
stitutes a "substantial" 
change, citizens have been 
blocked from offering public 
comments. 

Specifically, Woburn 38's 
request to amend its permits 
also requires the ZBA to 
make a determination as to 
whether the modification 
constitutes a material differ- 
ence from the previously 
approved construction plans. 

Last night, when a citizen 
tried to ask questions at the 
ZBA meeting, Pinkham ad- 
vised the audience that the 
board will not be soliciting 
any new testimony in re- 


gards to the case. The ZBA 
chairman last month simi- 
larly stymied Haverty's at- 
tempts to let his client's 
excavation and traffic ex- 


_ perts comment about opera- 


tions at the site.

Tewksbury native enjoying incredible season 
Adjustments have helped transform 
Oberg into one of MLB's top relievers

BRONX, NEW YORK -- 
Over his 13-year career, 
Mark Reynolds played for 
eight different teams and 
belted 298 career home runs. 
On Sunday morning, the 
Colorado Rockies cut the 
veteran, who probably will 
retire from Major League 
Baseball. He was able to 
become such a savvy and 
consistent player for a 
decade-plus because he con- 
stantly made adjustments, 
whether it was with his 
swing or in the field, origi- 
nally being drafted as a 
shortstop before moving to 
third base and then first 
over the latter part of his 
career. 

*Tewksbury’s Scott Oberg 
has.been a teammate of 
Reynolds on two different 
eceasions., first when the 
two helped the Rockies into 
the playoffs back in 2017 and 
over the course of this sea- 
son. When Reynolds found 
out that he was being cut, he 
said-it was “a blow to his 
stomach”, which was along 
the same line of the feelings 
that; Oberg had when the 
Rockies sent him to the 
minor leagues back in May 
of -2018. Oberg was told at 
the ‘time of the demotion 
that he needed to make 
adjustments to become a 


better and more consistent 
relief pitcher. 

He has certainly done that! 

Since getting called up to 
the Big Club a month later, 
Oberg has not only dramati- 
cally turned his career 
around, but has been the 
Rockies’ best pitcher -- 
starter or reliever -- for the 
past calendar year and one 
of the best relievers/set-up 
pitchers in not just the 
National League, but all of 
MLB. 

“The tempo and his deliv- 
ery were huge (adjust- 
ments),” said Rockies’ 
pitching coach Steve Foster 
from the visiting dugout 
before Sunday’s game at 
Yankee Stadium. “He was 1. 
(to) 1.6 (seconds) to (home) 
plate with a big leg lift and 
now he’s 1.25 consistently 
and it’s a quicker leg kick. 
Now he's doing that with 
every pitch. It wasn’t every 
third pitch, it’s with every 
pitch the same timing and 
that's helped too. It's also a 
lot of work. 

“If you are a guy with a big 
leg kick that’s a very tough 
thing to change. It was about 
him using (more of his) arm 
than his legs, so now the 
timing is right on most of 
those pitches. The less time 
you have with your delivery, 
the less you have for margin 
of error. The longer the 
delivery, the longer the 


levers and the more time 
you have for margin of error. 
When your strike foot hits, 
it's go-go and that's what he 
is doing now, all of the time, 
consistently.” 

Before the 2017 season, 
Oberg had four pitches his 
arsenal and had ERAs of 
5.09, 5.19 and 4.94 through 
his first three seasons. The 
Rockies then named Bud 
Black the team’s manager 
and he along with Foster 
urged Oberg to eliminate his 
curveball and change-up, 
use a four-seam fastball 
instead of a two-seamer, all 
the while change his deliv- 
ery and speed up his tempo. 
The results? Oberg’s first 
half ERA this season was 
the lowest in franchise histo- 
ry and his current ERA of 
1.35 is second in the 
National League. 

“(Making those adjust- 
ments) was our message 
and he came back and did 
exactly what we told him to 
do,” said Foster. “That’s a 


' great message for all play- 


ers because going down is a 
shock to the pride and a 
shock to the ego to go back 
to the minor leagues. When 
you are asked to do some- 
thing that we know will help 
you and you go back there 
and do it, and come back 
and it works for you, it’s just 
a great message for all play-

“After seeing some time 
with them last year, I'm 
excited to go back and show 
what I can do and see how 
my game forms at the pro- 
fessional level,” he said. 
“It's always been a dream to 
play at the highest level, so I 
look forward to seeing my 
potential in a very competi- 
tive league. I definitely want 
to keep improving every 
year to see what my career 
can uphold.” 
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Before playing at 
Merrimack, Petti played 
USHS-Prep for the 


Middlesex Black Bears and 
was named captain for the 
2014-15 season.

Before Sunday’s game, 
Oberg had a 5-1 record with 
'a 1.35 ERA. In 40 games, he 
‘has pitched 46.2 innings, giv- 
“ing up just 27 hits, 7 earned 
runs, while walking 18 and 
striking out 50. Over his last 
nine games, he has given up 
-just one run. Since the Town 
Crier last chatted with 
Oberg when he pitched at 
Fenway in May, he has given 
up just three earned runs, 
while striking out 37 batters 
“in 27.2 innings. He currently 
‘ranks fifth in the NL with a 
.168 batting average against. 
On top of that, Oberg has a 
‘1.69 ERA at hitter friendly 
Coors Field compared to 5.08 
‘ERA at the same park just 
two years ago. 

‘> “Overall I feel good and 
I’m happy where I’m at 
mentally and physically. I’m 
-execited to take the ball 
whenever I’m _ given the 
opportunity and go from 
_ there,” said Oberg from the 
-team’s clubhouse that same 
morning. “Things are going 
well for the most part. I’m 
keeping the walks down and 
‘that’s what hurt me (last 
‘Tuesday against the 

Giants). The last couple of 
times I have given up runs, 
it's been a _ reoccurring 
theme where I have walked 
a batter and the runner 
comes around to score. It’s 
funny how that stuff works 
out. 

“The confidence is definite- 
ly there, it’s just a matter of 

-going out there and execut- 

ing the pitches and doing 
everything I can to help the 
team on that day." 


LET'S SLIDE 
TO THE RIGHT 


Back when Oberg was a 
star pitcher at TMHS, his 
bread and butter was his 
electric fastball and his 
dominating curveball. From 
there, he went to UConn 
where he was converted to a 
relief pitcher and had 
tremendous success as an. 
individual, while being on a 
team with a handful of other 
now current MLB players.

Oberg was then drafted by 
the Rockies and he quickly 
moved up the minor league 
ladder making his debut 
against the Giants in April 
of 2015. 

Becoming the first kid 
from town to appear in a 
MLB game certainly was 
not easy. If you ask Oberg, 


he said a big reason he 


made it to the 'Show' was his 
two-seam fastball which was 
clocked in the mid to high 
90s, but today that pitch is 
off the table. 

“Some guys have a good 
feel for (the two-seamer) 
and some guys don’t,” said 
Oberg. “It was a pitch for 
me that got me up to this 
level and then when you get 
here, you have to make 
adjustments. It’s stuff that I 
have worked on and I’m 
comfortable with where I’m 
at. I feel as if I can put the 
ball on both sides of the 
plate and I’m in a good 
place with my four-seam 
fastball.” 

Today that four-seam fast- 
ball registers at an average 
of 94.3 miles per hour 
(although he frequently gets 
it up to the 96-to-97 mile per 
hour range) - the average 
across the league is 88.9. 
Add that to an absolutely 
devastating slider, which 
Oberg has vastly improved 
since coming back from his 
minor league trip, and the 
results and numbers speak 
for themselves. 

“Once we put all of the 
focus on the slider, it 
became more of a consistent 
pitch - between the release, 
the way the ball comes out 
of my hand, the break and 
everything like that, and I'm 
able to control it a little bit 
better," said Oberg. "Then I 
was able to put the two- 
seamer off to the side a little 
bit and (also) focus on the 
four-seamer and being able 
to drive the ball through my 
target. That's giving me a 
better chance of having the 
ball go where I want it to go 
as it's supposed to be on a 
straight path. I don't have to 
worry as much about con- 
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trolling movement so much 
but control the pitch. 

“I was almost doing myself 
an injustice to myself and it 
took me a little bit to realize 
that (the two-seam fastball) 
doesn’t work or this is not 
working right now, so let’s 
try something different.” 

That’s exactly what the 
entire Rockies organization 
wanted from Oberg when he 
was sent down - try to do 
some things differently. 
With the help of the Triple-A 
Manager Glenallen Hill, 
Oberg was able to work on 
his slider, while making the 
other adjustments. 

“The curveball and 
change-up have been com- 
plimentary pitches for him,” 
said Foster. “We felt like in 
the one or two innings (he 
would pitch out of the 
bullpen) that if he stuck 
with his two primary pitches 
and got those in and out of 
the zone like we wanted, it 
would be better than having 
one really good pitch and 
three average pitches. Now 
he has two really plus pitch- 
es. 

"His slider is a wipe-out 
pitch. I think (the improve- 
ment of that pitch is a) com- 
bination of the grip, the late- 
ness of the break, lengthen- 
ing it, getting it further 
down the slope and closer to 
the hitter where the break 
starts exactly. It's hard to 
pitch identification for the 
hitter and I think that has 
really improved with him. I 
think it's just a matter of 
there's no one more disci- 
plined that's more, not stuck 
in his ways as far as being 
stubborn, but a_ strong 
believability because he puts 
in the time and the work. He 
does dry work everyday and 
he does it by himself. That 
discipline is part of who he 
is and it has gotten to 
become who he is.” 

It’s clearly evident this 
year that Oberg is much 
more comfortable on the 
mound, with his arsenal of 
pitches and being able to 
execute them all at any 
given time. If that wasn’t the 


case, he wouldn’t be such a 
popular player with the 
Rockies Fan Base. 

“IT don’t know about any of 
that,” he said with a smile. 
“Everything for me stays the 
same. Maybe it’s that way 
on the internet, but I don’t 
pay attention to that stuff.” 

Certainly the rest of MLB 
has paid attention to this 
flamethrowing right-hander, 
who continues to get better 
and better. 

“The more than you get out 
there and the more that you 
perform what you practice 
doing and he does it in his 
mind over and over,” said 
Foster. “The elite athletes 
for me, the great ones, they 
perform what they are going 
to do before they get there 
and again that goes back to 
his discipline and his train- 
ing. 
“(Oberg’s) numbers have 
changed because of the pitch 
execution and the _ pitch 
selection is a product of the 
work that he puts in. You put 
those two things together 
(along with) you are talking 
one tremendous human 
being with incredible, posi- 
tive everyday consistency. 
When you have that combi- 
nation with the talent - it’s 
character plus talent and it’s 
discipline plus talent, so it’s 
not just talent -- and he has 
put in the time and effort to 
become who he is and now 
he believes.” 

Getting a later break with 
his slider and being able to 
execute it on both sides of 
the plate to both lefties and 
righties has changed Oberg 
from a sixth inning guy to 
an elite eighth inning pitch- 
er, setting up for veteran 
Wade Davis. Two years ago, 
Oberg had a 4.50 ERA 
against left-handed pitchers 
and today its 0.93. 

“(I’ve had success against 
lefties because) I’m able to 
throw the slider back door, I 
can throw the fastball on 
both sides of the plate, 
either down and away or I 
can go up (and all of that) 
just opens up more possibili- 
ties," he said.
